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Board To Limit 
Water Consumption 
By Single User 


A limit for any one water-taker 
of a million gallons a week, effec- 
tive July 12, was decided’ upon by 
the Board of Public Works this 
week following several meetings in 
which the rapid depletion of the 
water supply has alarmed authori- 
ties. 

A formal statement was issued 
as follows: 


“The recent prolonged dry 
weather has increased the use of 
the Town water to such an extent 
that the capacity of the pumps and 
water mains has been reached. Be- 
cause of the demands of the Na- 
tional Defense program larger 
pumps and water mains cannot be 
obtained and installed this year. In 
order that the available Town 
water may be more fairly appor- 
tioned among the users thereof the 
Board of Public Works has: adopted 
a regulation limiting any one water 
taker to 1,000,000 gallons per week. 
With this limitation all the reason- 
able requirements of all water 
takers can ibe met.” 

For the first timle in history the 
department pumped water 24 
hours a day in May. At present 
it is pumping the greater part of 
the day, the result being that the 
Board has had to refuse meters to 
several market-gardeners who 
wanted water for irrigation pur- 
poses. 

The difficulty was occasioned, 
the Board said, by the changing 
over from ammonia-cooling to 
water-cooling in a local firm. This 
company has been using more and 
more each week, the result being 
that it now is approaching three 
million gallons a week. This is 
more than a firm like the Tyer 
Rubber Company would use in a 
year. It would take the system 
running at top capacity 36 hours a 
week to pump this much.

“MUST NEEDS” 
FOR SUMMER READING 

Nobody reads in a hammock at 
least that is what Margaret Culkin 
Banning wrote in an article on the 
‘pros and cons of “hammock read- 
ing” in the Saturday Review of Lit- 
erature sometime ago. The simple 
fact is, she argues, that people have 
found newer devices for pleasure 
and comfort—swinging couches, 
steel chairs, etc. Generally, she 
comments, we associate the term 
“hammock reading” with reading 
that does you no harm or, for that 
matter, any good. After all it is a 
much maligned term for, as it has 
been suggested, leisure-time read- 
ing for one person might mean 
Spengler’s “Decline of the West” 
and for another Angela Thirkell’s 
“August Folly” or even a light love 
story or the latest “Crime Club” 
selection. Whichever is your meat 
or however much you need to cere- 
brate this summer, why not take 
advantage of the library’s very lib- 
eral vacation loan privileges. You 
will want to be sure to put in a 
good supply of books along with 
your golf sticks and tennis racket. 
But you do not need to go away to 
take advantage of this privilege, 
Books may be ‘borrowed for the 
whole summer, due back September 
15th, and can include almost all 
books except seven day fiction, 
books in very popular demand and 
non-fiction less than six months old. 

May we make a few suggestions 
of books that have meant a good 
bit to us during the past months. 
If you do not know Hazlitt’s es- 
says—perhaps you did read them 
once as required reading—may we 
recommend them as excellent read- 
ing fare? We found the following 
especially enjoyable: “On Going on 
a Journey,” “On First Acquaint- 
ance with Poets,” and “On the Old 
Age of Artists.” Hazlitt could really 
write and as Somerset Maugham 
has suggested in his little book 
“Authors and You,” he has too 
long played second fiddle to Charles 
Lamib. Have you read Tolstoi’s mas- 
terpiece ‘War and Peace” recently? 
If not, or if you have never read it, 
you will be amazed at its contem- 
poraneity. To employ a slang 
phrase—‘The Greeks had a word 
for it”’—may we point out, as: per- 
haps you have already discovered, 
that what they wrote many years 
ago sounds like modern copy and 
that in the “Trojan Women” of 
Euripedes, Hecuba’s lament over 
the death of Hector’s son might 
well be a modern cry for the 
present wanton destruction of hu- 
man life and for the recent dis- 
possessed of the earth. Then, for a 
companionship of an almost human

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kind, there is nothing quite like the 
characters in the novels of Dick- 
ens—once you have made their ac- 
quaintance—you have gained life- 
long friends. We confess to a fond- 
ness for “Nicholas Nickleby” and 
think a casual meeting with the 
fluttery Mrs. Nickleby would be a 
good tonic for anyone. The mother 
in Angela Thirkell’s “Wild Straw- 
berries” has always seemed to us 
to ‘be her modern counterpart. 
Thackeray, too, has a real gift for 
characterization as you well know 
from ‘Vanity Fair,” but if you have 
not already read “Pendennis,” do 
so by all means. Try reading these 
aloud? These are a few sugges- 
tions out of the myriad we might 
have made. A last minute thought 
—‘“An Enemy of the People” by 
Ibsen, is very modern reading, too, 
and in which we run across that 
priceless phrase the “compact ma- 
jority.” One last thought whatever 
your reading taste, put books on 
your “must” list of summer vaca- 
tion needs!

If there is 
even the tiniest pinhole made 
anywhere in the cable, the es- 
caping gas lowers the internal 
pressure and actuates the sig- 
naling device which registers 
immediately in the terminating 
office. This signal shows the ap- 
proximate location of the leak. 
Before the damage can serious- 
ly interrupt telephone service, 
the cable is repaired.
